MR. SOANE’S LECTURE ON ARCHITECTURE. 

After the lapse of. several years and after having been. 
frequently, reminded, of, his. duty, the Prefessor of “Archi- 
tecture has at. last, in ap introddetory discoursé on his Att, 
laid the foundation stone. on which he is te build a series, 
whieh, if we congeiye, of the superstructure by ‘its. base, 
will be elegant, , entertaining, and useful, In his laying 
this first stone, however, we were a little surprized wiien 
he inscribed, on it, his former neglect of his work. ‘This he 
did while he was detailing the law of the Royal Academy, 
which states that.** there shall he a Professor of Architec- 
ture who shall read apnually six public lectures.”” .We were 
at some less to conceive, his motive fur reading this law, 
except that by doing. volyotary and public. penance in thus 
lashing himself, he meant to evince his contrition at his sin 
of omission, and to give an earnest of his better fulfitment 
in future of the hitherto neglected law of the Academy, and 
that as soon as possible, by. renewing his lectures..

YOTE OF THANKS TO COL. WARDLE. 

+ rsdav a Court of Common Council was held, for the 
ane ~ voting Thanks to Mr, Wardle for his late proceed- 
ings in Pacliament, relative to the Commander in Chief, 

Deputy GogDpBEHBSRE observed, it was not necessary for 
him to state that the question which he was aboat to stbmit to 
the Court was.one of very great importance: No one could 
deny that Mr. Wardle had deserved well of his country, The 
services he had rendered to it, were far more extensive than 
aiy it could derive from victories, however brilliant and deci- 
sive.’ We bad, it was true, glorious successes to boast; but 
when we came to wind up our accounts, we found that there 
‘was an immense loss of property, and often of territery against 
us. It might, be worthwhile to consider to -what this was 
owing. 1 they wonld take the trouble to trace the history of 
‘the last 50 years, they would find that some secret influence 
always prevailed to trample dowo the interests and insult the 
feeling of the coantry. It was to-this secret influence that 
they owed “the loss of America it was to this secret influence 
that.the late and.the present war was to be attributed. There 
was at one time a hope that this dangerous and unconstitutional 
spirit would be.destroyed.. A, combination of characters, 
among which were many who wete the most respectable for 
talents and political consideration, had met to form rules and 
regulations for the conduct of the Governments but anfortu- 
nately they were soon dtawn within the voriex of the Court, 
and the plan was entirely frustrated, Its operation became 
more powerfal than ever,—This was soon seen, It,joined with 
the Continental Governments, in the plan of destroying the. liber- 
ties ‘of the people é¢vérywhere. It sticceeded in preventing 
peace; for peace and tranquillity are not the grounds on which 
corruption fattens and reposes, This system attacks every 
branch of the Government, and almost overpoises tlie liberties 
of the people. When they find a man conteridiig against this 
system, and not only successfully straggling .with it, but carry- 
ing, as it were, victory in his. hand, they. could-not appreciate 
his services too higbly. . It was this fatal influence that brought 
about the Union with Ireland; that robbed that country of her 
liberties, and transplanted an- bundted:- Members into the Le- 
gislature, to give, perhaps, a death-blow -to the liberties of 
England. It would behove the Meeting, and’ the whole con- 
situent body of this part of the empire, to have their eye ups 
on a Legislature so constituted.. Mr. Wardle, he conceived, 
‘was particularly entitled to the thanks of the Court, and, in 
short, of every person who wished well to the Constitution, 
He came forward not assisted by any of the public servants, 
by. those whese duty it was. te detect and prosecute peculation, 
Not one of these lent him a hand. In this lamentable situation 
de had conducted himself with a perseyerance, a courage, and 
a zeal unéxampled. _ He trusted that the country would reap 
the advant of the spirit excitéd by the exertion of these 
admirable qualities, and that they should not again see Parlia- 
‘ment dissolved for. the purpose of taking advantage of the worst 
passions of the people, If, wheu another election should take 
Place, the people should retain and give full effect to the spirit 
that now prevails, and which Mr..Wardle had: the merit of 
-baving first roused, the country might yet be saved. Unless

ing it for spirits, and the friction is supposed to have produced 
the catastrophe.
